Washington, April 19.—(Snecial.)—Secre- 
tary Carlisle is now a full-fledged presi- 
dential candidaic. His bureau has been 
opened up in Washington, and the Ken- 
tuckian is hopeful. Mr. Cleveland is push- 
ing him along, but it seems to be the opin- 
ion of careful observers that the president 
has put him out only to make Kentucky 
send a gold delegation to Chicago. Mr. 
Cleveland seems to be playing the favorite 
son policy—a game which Quay has tried, 
but which is working disastrously to the 
Penndylvania boss. A similar disaster 
is likely to overtake Cleveland. He don’t 
care for Carlisle. He wants a gold conven- 
tion. He is, therefore, humoring Carlisle 
in Kentucky, and ex-Governor Russell in 
Massachusetts; and is trying to bring out 
Postmaster General Billy Wilson in West 
Virginia, and Josiah Patterson in Tennes- 
see for vice president, and Don Dickinson in 
Michigan, and Vilas in Wisconsin, and 
Bynum in Indiana, and ex-Governor Jim 
Canrpbell in Ohio, and old Senator Pal- 
mer in Illinois, and such all along the 
line. His game is to have state pride over- 
come silver sentiment—that's the goldbug 
plan now. But will it work? 

The president is determined if he can 
to make the Chicago convention a gold 
one, but he can’t. The free coinage men 
have gotten the bulge on him, and they will 
win. Mr. Cleveland prefers not to be a 
candidate himself, because he does not 
believe a democratic candidate can be 
elected. But he: does not count himself 
out of politics by any means. 

He is quoted by one who appear to speak 
guthoritatively as saying he believes 
there fwill be a change of feeling within 
the party in the next four years and that 
he witl be glad to be welcomed back to 
its folds in the year 1900 as the only dem- 
ocrat since the war who could be elected 
president, and that they will look upon 
him as a man who would rather have his 
party beaten than to make any terms with 
the wicked silver men.

A NEW BISHOP. 


REV. THOMAS O’GORMAN WAS 
CONSECRATED YESTERDAY.

The Services, Impressive and Solemn, 
Were Observed by a Large 
Throng.

Washington, April 19.—-At St. Patrick's 
church, in this city, Rev. Thomas O'Gor- 
man, professor of modern ecclesiastical 
history at the Catholic university, was 
consecrated bishop of Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, with all the dignity, grandeur and 
solemnity prescribed by the ritual of the 
Catholic church 

The interior of the church was decorated 
with calla lilies, Bermuda lilies and roses 
and the usual wax tapers on the altar. 

The music of the mass was sung by the 
church choir with orch*stral accompani- 
ment and the proper ritual of the mass by 
a Sanctuary choir consisting of twenty-nine 
ecclesiastical students, and the edifice was 
crowded to exccss. 

The three bishops required by the canons 
for the consecration of bishop, were Car- 
dinal Satolli, titular archbishop of Lepan- 
to; Bishop Martyr, of St. Cloud, and Bish- 
op Keane, titular bishop of Ajasso and 
rector of the Catholic university, while 
among other members of the episcopate 
present were Archbishop Kain, of St. 
Louis; Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, 
with numerous other dignitaries and prel- 
ates of the church. 

The sermon was preached by Bishop Tre- 
land, after which an imposing procession 
entered the edifice and with all the pomp 
and impressive ceremony demanded, Cardi- 
nal Satolli performed the act of consecra- 
tion. 

The newly consecrated bishop was pre 
sented with a kiss of peace, the ‘‘Te Deum” 
Was sung and the new bishop was led 
through the church bestowing blessings 
on the people who knelt to receive them. 
Cardinal Satoijli gave the pontifical bless- 
ing. At the conclusion of the very lengthy 
ceremonies the bishops and priests to the 
number of 200 sat down to dinner at Car- 
roll hall. 

Bishop O'Gorman, Arehbishop Ireland 
and Bishop Keane are strong temperance 
advocates and no wine was served at the 
dinner. 


THEY WILL INDORSE McKINTEY. 


Tennessee Republicans To Hold Their 
Convention Wednesday. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 19.—(Special.)— 
Tennessee republicans will meet in state 
convention here Wednesday to elect four 
delegates with alternates to the national 
convention at St. Louis and to nominate 
three candidates for judges of the court 
of chancery appeals. There is no very 
warm contest for the judicial nominations. 
Se.ator James Jeffreys will be the west 
Tennessee delegate to St. Louis. 

In middle Tennessee Ernest Coldwell, of 
Shelbyville, is opposed by J. C. Napier, 
colored, of Nashville. The result depends 
upon the complexion of the convention. 

H. Clay Evans will be one of the East 
Tennessee delegates, while E. J. Sanford 
and Judge S. A. Rodgers are contesting for 
the other place allotted to East Tennessee. 
Sanford’s personal preference for Reed 
may lead to his defeat. Evans has been 
srocming Rodgers and if he can control 
the convention will elect him. It is under- 
stood that Colonel W. R. Moore, of Mem- 
phis. will be here and distribute a large 
number of yellow badges announcing 
himself as a car.didate for the vice presi- 
dency. This is one of Colonel Moore's 
quadrennial jokes. He never received a 
vote and never expects any. 

It is conceded that the state convention 
will indorse McKinley and compliment 
Evans with vice presidential instructions. 

Cc. P. Johnson, the state president of the 
Illinois American Protective Association, 
has been in this city for the past two days 
in the interest of anybody to beat Mckin- 
ley before the national republican conven- 
tion. He had a long conference with a num- 
ber of the brethren Saturday night and 
today was closeted for several hours with 
Joseph A. Ackler in the latter's office. It 
is denied that the visit has anything to 
do with local politics in any way, but it is 
conceded that his mission is to work up 
a sentiment among the republican mem- 
bers of the order against McKinley if pos- 
sible. 

The arrival of Mr. Johnson was not 
known before because of the fact that he 
was registered at the Duncan under the 
name of C. J. Parke, of Chicago. His 
presence became known tonight, but the 
purpose of his visit and the length of Mr. 
Johnson's stay in the city are not ascer- 
tainable and whether he can do anything 
with the brethren in the McKinley matter 
is doubtful. it now seems all one way.

AN A. P. A. THREAT 


Tnat McKinley’s Record as Governor 
Will Defeat His Nomination. 

Nashville. Tenn, April i9--Mr’ ©. P. 
Johnson, state president of Illinois and a 
member of the executive committee of the 
national advisory board of the American 
Protective Association, is in Nashville. 

Regarding the dispatches announcing that 
Congressman W. S. J.inton says he is not 
a candidate for president, he said: 

"Mr. Linton is a candidate for renomina- 
tion to congress from his district, and by 
his own action or consent is not in any 
sense a candidate for the presidency, but 
in a presidential campaign circumstances 
frequently arise which no individual can 
control. Men have been nominated for pres- 
ident and for governor whose names were 
never formally presented to the convention. 
The last noticeable instance is Governor 
Bushnell, of Ohio, where Major McKinlev’s 
candidate was defeated. This was largelv 
the result of McKinley’s record as gov- 
ernor. 

“In my opinion history will repeat itself 
in the St. Louis convention in June. Be- 
fore that convention meets the members of 
the American Protective Association, to- 
gether with the members of all other pa- 
triotic societies in the United States will 
oppose the nomination of Major McKinley 
av one solid mass, representing over four 
million patriotic voters. who cannot act 
otherwise when the full record is before 
them as it will be, without violence to the 
principles they hold as dear as their cit- 
izenship.’’

HE WAS PAID TO 


KILL THE WOMAN 


That Is What a Boy Prisoner Now Says 
of His Crime. 


SITTING AT. HER MACHINE 


rs, Charles Givens Was Shot Satur- 
day Night. 


AN ARREST AND CONFESSION YESTERDAY 


There Is Now Talk of Lynching an Ex- 
Convict—A Convict Kills a Citi- 
cen—A Mob Hangs a Man. 


Knoxville, Tenn., April 19..—(Special.)—The 
killing of Mrs. C, H. Givins last night at 
White Pine, has resulted in a big sensa- 
tion and probably a double lynching. The 
coroner’s jury took up the case early this 
morning and this afternoon rendered a 
verdict to the effect that Mrs. Givins had 
come to her death by a gunshot wound in 
the hands of Wesley Dawn, a young man 
seventeen years of age. 

Dawn was arrested and tonight he vol- 
untarily made a confession, saying that he 
was forced to do the killing by C. H. Givins, 
the husband of the nffirdered woman. 

Dawn is a laborer on the farm of Givins 
and says that the successful attempt to 


’ take Mrs. Givins life last night was the 


third attempt that he had make. 

Upon his confession Givins was also ar- 
rested and placed in jail at Danbridge, the 
county seat of Jefferson county, and re 
ports from there at 10 o’clock say that the 
citizens are indignant and threaten to lynch 
both the prisoners. The sheriff has sum- 
moned etxra guards and is making prepara- 
tions to defend the prisoner. Givins is a 
former ex-deputy sheriff. Mrs, Givins was 
a highly respectable lady. 

Givens and Downs were put in a hack 
and are heing Drought to Knoxville with a 
mob of 200 in hot pursuit. They are expect- 
ed to arrive here at 5 o’clock a. m., unless 
lynehed in_ the meantime, 


HANGED TO A LIMB. 


An Old Man Taken Out by a Mob and 
Strung Up. 


Tenn., April 19.—(Special.) 
Sterling Savage, a white man fifty years 
yd. was hanged by a ma seven miles 
from MeMinnville, on the Beersheba road, 
between 2 and 3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 
Savage lived in White county, where he 
has a family. He also has a son living 
rear the scene of the lynching. He was 
arrested some weeks ago for violation of 
the revenue laws, selling wildcat liquor, 
and ‘@nce that time has been an impor. 
tant witness in several! revenue casos. 
it-is also supposed that he gave infor- 
mation to revenue men which has led to 
several arrests und seizes. Savage was 
taken from the house of Red Roberts, 
where he was spending the night. 
Roberts says the mob apparently num- 
beied forty or fitity men.

Negroes in Numbers Assault an Ex- 
Policeman. 

Jacksonville, Fla., April 19.—As the result 
of a battle on a street car about 1 o'clock 
this morning ex-Policeman Jonas and Will 
Hampton are dving and several others are

When Jonas was on the police force he 
incurred the enmity of the negroes by 
the rough manner in which he treated

The white man slashed with the knife, 
cutting Hampton’s throat and wounding 
several others. Jonas finally put the negroes 
to flight, but not before he had received a 
bullet in the head and was beaten almost to 
a jelly. All the negroes have been arrest- 
ed. Jonas and Hampton will die. It is te- 
lieved the attack on Jonas was pre- 
meditated. 
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AN EX-CONVICT KILLED. 


He Was Trying To Persuade a Miner’s 
Daughter To Elope with Him. 
Knoxville, Tenn., April 19.—(Special.)— 
Clarence Dixon, an ex-convict, was killed 
today by Thomas Perkins, a miner, at 
Briceville, thirty-six miles from Knox- 
ville. D’xon has for the past eight years 
been serving a term in the state peniten- 
tiary and when he returned home a few 
days ago found that his wife had long azo 
been married to another man. He at once 


set out to get married himself and began’ 


paying his attentions to the daughter of 
Mr. Perkins. Today he called at the Per- 
kins home and wanted the girl to run off 
with him, but she refused. Mr. Perkins 
ordered Dixon to leave the place at once, 
but he refused. Whereupon Perkins took 
his shotgun and emptied the entire con- 
tents into the body of Dixon, killing him 
instantly. 


FOUND IN TRUNKS. 


Luggage of Passengers Examined by 
Officers. 

London, April 19.—The Times will tomor- 
row publish a dispatch from Cape Town, 
saying that the German gteamer Bundes- 
rath arrived at Delagoa bay on Tuesday 
last and at Komati on Wednesday. She 
landed a large number of passengers who 
did not wish to allow their luggage to he 
examined by the customs officers. It was 
examined, however, and the searchers un- 
earthed uniforms, top boots, helmets and 
other military treppings. A German offi- 
cer afterwards produced passports and the 
party proceeded for Pretoria. 


THE PREACHER FLED. 


A Crank Enters a Church and Draws 
a Pistol.

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SHOT THROUGH THE HEART. 


Burglars Murder a Man in His Own 
House. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 19.—Leo Hirth, a 
well-known and wealthy German citizen 
living at 1020 West Washington street, Was 
instantly killed at 2 o’clock this morning 
by two masked men, who were discovered 
in his bedroom, and whom he pursued into 
the rear part of the house. 

Mrs. Hirth was awakened by a noise 
in the room and saw two men standing 
in the doorway leading to ancther room, 
She gave the alarm by calling to her hus- 
band,. whereupon one of the men leveled 
a pistol at ner and fired, the bullet enter- 
ing the headboard just above where she 
lay. A second shet followed an instant 
later and the two men turned toward the 
rear of the house. Mr. Hirth was awak- 
ened bv the first and sprang from the bed 
and followed the intruders. As he passed 
into the room immediately back of the 
sleeping apartment a third shot was fired, 
which sent a bullet thrcugh his heart.

Anniston, Ala., April 19.—(Special.)\—Nat 
Cornelius, one of the most prominent young 
men of Moulton, was shot and killed in the 
lower portion of Lawrence county on Sat- 
urday morning by J. W. Whitehurst, who 
was arrested and placed in jail at Moulton. 
The two men had been good friends, but 
disagreed over some trivial matter. Hot 
words followed and the killing resulted.

IT’S A SHOVEL TRUST NOW. 


The Makers of Dirt Tossers Make a 
Schedule of Prices. 

Anderson, Ind., April 19.—It has come to 
light here that representatives from all 
the fourteen shovel factories in the United 
States met secretly in Boston a few days 
ago and formed a combination. The facto- 
ries are located in Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Beaver Falls, St. Louis, Terre Haute and 
Anderson. 

The organization will be completed at 
another meeting in Boston late next week. 
The trust has already advanced the price 
20 per cent and since April 9th, not an or- 
der has been boxed at the old quotations. 
It is proposed to limit the output to 400,000 
dozen a year, which is about the limit of 
the country’s demand. None of the plants 
in the trust will be permitted to increase 
its output and should one sell more than 
it manufactures the privilege of placing 
the order must be purchased from the 


trust. 
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A CYCLE FACTORY BURNED. 
Toledo Has an Early Sunday Morning 
Fire—Loss Nearly $200,000. 
Toledo, O., April 19.—The factory of the 
Dauntless Bicycle Company, a four-tsory 
brick structure, located on Superior street, 
in the center of the factory district, was 
gutted by fire shortly after 1 o'clock this 

morning. 

The loss on the building is estimated at 
$240: on the stock and machinery about 
$11,000. Five hundred hands are thrown 
out of work. A fortunate change in the 
wind prevented what threatened to be 
an extensive conflagration. Half a dozen 
families in residences adjoining were 
driven out and are homeless. The loss to 
these will not exceed $10,000,

The Field of Honor Is Rapidly Losing 
Cast with the Germans, 


LEGISLATING ON IT BEGINS 


The German Fress Tells Mr. Cleveland

American Meats Are Adversely Criti- 
cised—The Germans Will Have 
a May Day. 


Berlin, April 19.—The time of the intro- 
duction into the reichstag of the centrist 
interpellation in opposition to the practice 
of dueling has been fixed for Tuesday 
next and, if the government should fail 
to make a satisfactory statement in re- 
gard to the matter, the centrists will either 
offer motions demanding the suppression of 
dueling, or support the demand that the 
chief authorities of the respective federal 
States shall exert all their power to put 
a stop to the custom, and especially in the 
army. 

The debate upon this matter will afford 
the freisinniges and socialists a splendid 
opportunity to assail the emperor’s repeat- 
ed remissicn of sentences impos¢ d upon duel- 
ists, after they had spent brief and easy 
terms of confinement in a fortress. 

The government will find it peculiarly dif- 
ficult to answer the centrist interpellation 
in terms which will be sufficiently satis- 
factory to obviate the introduction of a 
motion calling for the total suppression 
of the practice of dueling. Both the cen- 
trists and the freisinnige parties are desirous 
that the government shall issue the edict, 
of such a character as will absolutely pre- 
vent recourse to dueling, without refer- 
ence to a military court of honor whose 
decisions have frequently rendered duels 
imperative. 

The Emperor Favored the Code. 

It was the action of the military court in 
expelling Liberecht von Kotze from his 
rank as an officer for neglecting to chal- 
lenge Baron von Schraeder, and suing him 
for libel in a civil court instead, that 
eventually causel the fatal encounter be- 
tween the two men. 

The emperor himself thought that Kotze 
ought to fight and consequently quashed 
the decision of the military court, enabling 
Kotze to regain his position as an officer and 
fulfill the requirements of the military code 
by sending Schraeder a challenge. 

It is not expected, therefore, that the em- 
peror will instruct the ministers to promise 
what the centrists and freisinniges demand. 
The utmost that can be hoped for from the 
debate is an abatement, not the extinction, 
of the evil. 

The kaiser’s prerogative of extending 
clemency is absoluté and cannot be con- 
trolled by the reichstag, but the aim of the 
centrists is to make the ministry so far 
responsible for the remission of sentences 
imposed upon duelists as to enable the reich- 
stag to demand explanations in cases where 
sentences are remitted. This will act asa 
partial check to dueling if the government 
assents to the centrists’ demand. 

English Troops to the Transvaal. 

Next to dueling the leading cause of pop- 
ular excitement is the preparation which 
England is making for action against the 
Transvaal. All the Austrian and Italian 
influences in the councils of the dreibund 
which have been thrown on the side of 
England will become paralyzed if events 
shall confirm the suspicion entertained by 
Germany that Great Britain intends to 
coerce the Boers. 

The peaceful assurances given by the 
British ministers and, the British parlia- 
ment are distrusted here. The North Ger- 
man Gazette cautiously advises delay in 
the dispatch of English troops to south 
Africa, in deference to President Kruger's 
peace policy, but the unofficial and more 
outspoken Tageblatt sees a plan on the 
part of Great Britain to use the Matabele 
rising as a pretext for sending forces to 
Cape Colony. . 

The Boers Should Arm. 

The Vossische Zeitung approves the action 
of the Boers in arming themselves to pro- 
tect their independence, and predicts an- 
other Majuba Hill disaster to England. 

The Boersen Zeitung declares that the 
British army is wholly inadequate to the 
task of conducting two. wars at the same 
time, one in Soudan and the other against 
the Boers. If England refuses an entente 
with Germany through jealousy of the 
growth of German influences in south Af- 
cria, the paper adds, the loss wiil not be 
Germany's. 

Advice to Uncle Sam. 

Although the report that President Cleve- 
land has offered the friendly services of 
the Tnited States in settling the Cuban 
troubles is not confirmed, The North Ger- 
man Gazette, in an intensely hostile criti- 
cism thereon, written upon the assumption 
that the report is true, tells Spain to de- 
cline positively to admit that the president 
of the United Sates has any righ to tender 
his advice in the Cuban matter, or rather 
tell the American government to mind its 
own business. The Vossische Zeitung says: 

“If the United States government gives 
effect to the resolutions passed by the two 
houses of congress recognizing the Cubans 
as belligerents, Spain must tolerate the 
act. She cannot goto war with the United 
Stutes, but America cannot expect any Eu- 
ropean state, hcwever weak or distressed, 
to submit without protest to such inter- 
ference.”’ 

The United Press finds excellent reasons 
for stating that the views expressed by the 
two newspapers quoted do rot represent 
the opinion of the kaiser, who thinks that 
Spain ought. not to reject the friendly di- 
plomacy of tha e@resident of the United 
States, but rathe:s should show a willing- 
ness to negotiate with and assist the gov- 
ernment at Washington to find a way to 
reach a settlement of the Cuban ques- 


tion. 

Talks of the Diphtheria Serum. 

Professor Eulenberg, the eminent German 
physician and assistant to the clinic of 
the University of Berlin, has written a 
letter to The Medical Gazette, in which he 
Jeclares that there is o cause fcr a hostile 
campaign agairst Dr. Behrirg’s diphthena 
serum, which, if properly injected, he says, 
is perfectly safe. Even if it were not quite 
fresh, he continues, it would not cause 
death with such rapidity es in the case of 
the infant son of Dr. Langerhaus, the 
medical iirector of the Moabit hospital, 
who died two weeks ago from the effects of 
a precautionary tnjection of the serum. 
Professor Eulenberg thitks that Dr. Lan- 
gerhaus was, himself, to blame in making 
a mistak? in giving <t‘ie injection so that 
an “mbolism was induced. The article of 
Professor FEulenberg tas helped greajl, 
to allay the serum scare. 

On American Meats. 

The United States consuls in Germany 
have published in the local papers in their 
respective consulate districts the regula- 


tions govering the export of American 
meats from the United States, with a view 
of dispelling the German prejudice against 
the American product. The Strasburg Post, 
in commenting on these regulations, says: 

“The provisions of the American law 
are clear and sufficient; nevertheless of- 
ficial examinations of American meats 
made here prove that the meats imported 
are bad and that the law, therefore, cannot 
be stringently enfcrced.”’ 

The Berlin Neueste Nachrichten professes 
to know that practices exist in the American 
meat packing business that would so dis- 
gust foreign consumers, did they know of 
them, as to forever deter them from touch- 
ing American packed meats. In. view of 
these and other expressions inspired by 


commercial jealousy American meat does 


not grow in favor in Germany. 


They All Have a May Day. 

The Berlin employers have agreed to give 
their employes a general holiday on May 
Ist for the purpose, as they allege, of 
enabling them to attend the opening of 
the trades exhibition which takes place 
on that day The socialist press is jubilant 
over this concession on the part of t em- 
ployers and ascribe it to the recent ™®cial- 
ist manifesto threatening a boycott against 
all employers who do not join in the cele- 
bration of May Day. 

The North German Gazette, commenting 
upon the communication sent by Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the British colonial secretary, to 
President Kruger, of the south African 
republic, giving the reasons fcr an increase 
of the British military forces in the Cape 
Colony, says: 

“We are élad that Mr. Chamberlain has 
done this, as it shows the intention of the 
British to avoid irritation of the Boers.’ 


Will Not ke Them. 

Fritz Friedmann, the’ absconding Berlin 
lawyer, who is still in fustody in Bordeaux 
has written to friends here saying that 
the death of Baron Yon Schraeder, who, he 
declares, pursued him with implacable ha- 
terd and indicted his prosecution, has al- 
tered his intention of publishing the court 
revelations contained in the so-called Kotze 
letters in his publication. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says it is 
reported there that the sultan of Turkey 
has accepted an autograph invitation from 
the czar to visit Moscow and St. Peiers- 
burg. The date of the sultan’s visit has 
not been fixéd, the dispatch says, but it is 
possible that it may occur at the time 
of the czar’s coronation.

Whereabouts Are Unknown to the 
Spanish. 

Havana, April 19.—Nothing is known here 
of the movements of Gomez and Maceo, the 
rebel leaders. <An official report has been 
issued of an engagement of the troops with 
Mirabel’s command at Guanabo, province of 
Havana, and the killing of ten of the in- 
surgents. 

Another repor* gives the details of a fight 
with the rebels ccmmanded by Lacret and 
Collazo, on the Jesus Maria estate, near 
Joveloros, prcvince of Matanzas. The 
rebel loss was three killed and a number 
wounded. The Spaniards, according to the 
reports, sustained no losses in either en- 
gagement. Aside from these fights war 
news is scarce and the official reports are 
insignificant.

Of West Virginia Died Yesterday 
Morning at Parkersburg. 

Parkersburg, W. Va., April 19.—Arthur 
I. Boreman, tirst governor of West Vir- 
rinia, afterwards United States senator 
and for eight years judge of the fourth 
judicial circuit court, died this morning at 
9:39 o'clock, after two weeks’ ilincss. 

A general breaking down of his consti- 
tution brought on by overwurk and old 
age was the cause of his deach. He took an 
active part in the formation of the state of 
West Virginia, and has been one of its lead- 
ing citizens eer since. 

The funeral will occur on Tuesday after- 
noon, and will be in charge of the Odd Fel- 
lows, of which order he had been a member 
for about fifty years.

THE ARREST OF 
DIAZ IN CUBA 


He Was Taken from His Home 
Late at Night. 


HIS FAMILY HAD’ RETIRED 


Was Not Allowed To Speak to His 
Wife and Children. 


OFFICERS CARRIED HIM TO MORO CASTLE 


It Is Probable He Will Be Sentenced 
for Life—Mrs. Diaz’s Appeal to 
General Weyler. 


New York, April 19.—A Journal special 
from Havana, via Key West, says that 
the Rey. Dr. Diaz, the Baptist minister, 
now in Moro Castle, was taken from his 
home last Thursday night. His wife and 
children had retired when the police enter- 
ed and read the order of arrest to him, 
and from that moment he was not allowed 
to speak a word to anybody except the men 
who have him in custody. His brother, 
Alfred Victoriano Diaz, also an American 
citizen, was arrested at the same time. 

The Rev. Dr. Diaz’s family knew noth- 
ing of what had happened. He and his 
brother were taken from the house so quiet- 
ly that neither Mrs, Diaz nor the children 
were disturbed. In the morning she was 
thunderstruck to find that her: husband 
and brother-in-law, whom she had left the 
night before quietly talking together, had 
not slept in the house. She was prepar- 
ing to come into the city in search of her 
relatives when a police agent arrived at 
the house with the information that her 
husband had been arrested. ; 

The poor woman hurried to the office of 
the chief of police, but was informed that 
she could not see him. fhe went to those 
higher in authority, and t» General Weyler 
himself, but without success. She succeed- 
ed in arousing the Americon consul general 
in the men’s behalf, but even this influence 
counted for nething. 

Rev. Dr. Diaz's sentence may be im- 
prisonment for life at Ceuta, and this ter- 
rible punishment may be inflicted upon @ 
charge that may have no more foundation 
in justice than a charge against an in- 
fant would have, yet even that poor satis- 
be denied his family and 
friends. It may be that the names of the 
clergyman and his brother were mention- 
ed in documents that were seized, but 
even such small cause is sufficient to war- 
rant imprisonment of human beings on 
this island. 

The Rev. Dr. Diaz's friends implore the 
aid of clergymen of all denominations in 
the United States and hope that Ameri-

compel the Spanish authoritfes to treat 
the prisoner with the consideration due io 
a man of his profession. 


DIAZ’S ATLANTA FRIENDS. 


They Are Working for Him, the Pulpit 
and the Fireside Alike. 

The Baptists are organizing all over ths 
country to secure the freedom of Rev. A. 
J. Diaz, now confined in a prtson in Ha- 
vana as a poiitical prisoner. They realize 
that he is not guilty of any criminal 
charge, and they will not cease until he 
has gained his liberty. : 

‘Diaz is a member of the mission board 
of the Southern Baptist conference, and 
it is this body that is making such strenu- 
ous efforts in his behalf. The headquar- 
ters of this board is in Atlanta, located 
in Temple Court. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne 
is the president, and there are fifteen vice 
presidents chosen from the several south- 
ern states. 

The board held a special meeting Satur- 
day afternoon in the offices at Temple 
Court for the purpose of discussing and 
formulating the most feasible plans to ac- 
complish the freedom of Dr. Diaz. Every 


member of the board located in Atlanta 
was present, with only two-excetions, and 
they were communicated with by tele 


the ahsence of Dr. Hawthorne, Mp. 
John M. Greene took the chair and called 
the meeting to order. The session was 
almost entirely taken up by the discus- 
sions on the incarceration of their brother 
in a Cuban jail and how to effect his 
speedy release. 

Will the Government Act? 

It was decided by a unanimous vote to 
send a petition to Senators Racon and 
sordon, of Georgia, with the request that 
they use their influence toward govern- 
mental interference. 

The petition went on to state that “the 
undersigned firmly believed that the im- 
prisomment of Dr. Diaz is unjust, he 
having committed no offense against the 
Spanish government that would warrant 
such punishment,” and asking the authori- 
ties to use consistent means to secure his 
freedom, if on no other grounds than his 
being an American citizen. 

The petition was drawn and mailed to 
Washington with the following signatures 
attached: William J. Northen, Dr. J. B. 
xibson, George Hillyer, Henry McDonald, 
G. G. Roy, John iM. Greene, E. L. Connale 
ly, S. Y. Jameson, J. M. Brittain, N. F. 
Cooledge, M. M. Welch. G. Westmoreland, 
Porter King, J. J. Maddox, O. J. Cobb and 
Ek. H. Thornton. It is hoped that the 
senators will immediately act on the peti- 
tion and confer with President Cleveland 
and Secretary Olney. 

Resolutions Were Passed. 

While the southern board has taken the 
initiative in securing the release of Dr. 
Diaz, yet they heartily extend an invita- 
tion to Baptists all over the country to 
unite with them in securing the destred 
result. As an evidence of this fact the 
following resolutions were introduced and 
unanimously passed at the meeting Satur- 
dav afternoon: 

‘“‘Resolved, That the board has heart 
with the deepest pain of the imprisonment 
of Brother A. J. Diaz by the Spanish au- 
thorities in Cuba: that wé are profoundly 
impressed with the duty of doing all in 
our pewer to preserve the life and sectre 
the liberty of our beloved brother: that 
for this purpose we invite all Baptists 
everywhere and such other Christian 
brethren as may sympathize with us fo 
unite in a common effort to influence the 
authorities of our land to do everything 
consistent with the honor of our country 
to accomplish our wishes: that public 
meetings be held by them and such others 
as may sympathize with us, and due ex- 
pression of their desires be forwarded to 
senators, representatives and other public 
officials advising them that the entire 
constituency of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention, aided by sympathizing friends 
from every part of the country. are united 
in one sacre@ effort for the deliverance of 
a man of God who by his unselfish @e- 
votion and his unflinching courage has «P- 
deared himself to all who are fam‘itar 
with his history: that for this purpose we

TWO BRAVE AMERICANS. 


Troops Are Being Sent to Rhodesia 
Rapidly. 

New York, April 19.—A special cable dis- 
patch to The Journal from Cape Town, 
Says that the position of the whites in 
Rhodesia is perilous, but not critical. 

Assistance is being sent rapidly, in- 
cluding imperial cavalry and infantry, 
from the south Africa garrison. About 
one hundred and thirty whites have been 
murdered up to date by Matabeles, prob- 
ably including an American named ‘“‘Bob”’ 
White, who at the outbreak of ¢ghe trou- 
ble left Pascoe’s mine with three Enblish- 
nren in order to go to Buluwayo. He has 
not since been heard of. 

There are now about 10,900 rebels in the 
Matoppo hills, east of Buluwayo. 

The principal scouting work is being done 
by Burnham and Ingram, Americans, fa- 
mous for their bravery and skill during the 
last Matebele war. 

- It is confirmed that the pass of Mangwe 
from the south into Buluwayo is fortified 
and held by chartered troops, which is a 
great strategical victory. 

The pass affords the chief access to the 
hills and its seizure means also a limita- 
tion to the native food supplies. 


ANOTHER REPORTED FUSION 


Said To Have Been Formed in North 
Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 19.—(Special.)— 
There is unabated and intense interest in 
the strange political situation in North 
Carolina. The extreme silver democrats 
and the populists are reasonably sure to 
get together now. It is openly said this 
is the true cause of the refusal of Senator 
Butler and the populist state committee 
to fuse with the republicans. 

The plain statement is made now that 
the revolt in the populist ranks is only by 
the office-holding and office-seeking section 
of that party; that unquestionably the 
masses of the populists are with Butler. 
It is further said that the full strength of 
the anti-Butler element was here last 
Friday and that there was more opposi- 
tion then than Butler will encounter in 
the state convention. Some of the revolt- 
ing populists wanted a strong criticism of 
Butler incorporated in the statement 
which Skinner,: Thompson and others 
signed. 

Judge Russell says: 

“We republicans can carry the state 
without co-operation. Our only fear is 
that we cannot carry the legistature.’’ 

He has tonight prepared an address, of 
which he will send out 1,000 copies. It is as 
follows: 

“T want to say to all republican friends 
of fusion be not discouraged. Do not listen 
to the false clamor of the enemies of 
fusion in our own party, nor to the big 
brag of the democratic press.

Montgomery, Aia., April 19.—(Special.)— 
The clans are already gathering. Many of 
the candidates and king makers are already 
here and every train arrival swells the list. 
By tomorrow night there will be more than 
1,000 political visitors in the city. 

The gubernatorial nomination is, 0! 
course, disposed of. Captain Johnston has 
346 votes instructed for him, Mr. Clarke has 
140 and 18—ten from Lee and eight from 
Pike—are contested. The state executive 
committee will meet at noon tomorrow to 
decide the contests and to dispose of any 
Other business that may come before it. 

Whether or not Mr. Clarke will allow his 
name to go before the convention has not 
been announced. It probably will not be 
known until the convention assembles, as 
the announcement that Mr. Clarke had re- 
tired from the contest would demoralize 
the strength of his friends and supporters, 
who are candidates for other state offices. 

Besides a governor, an auditor, a treasur- 
fr and a commissioner of agriculture «re to 
be selected by the convention and a plat- 
form is to be adopted. 

lor the auditorship there are six candi- 
dates—Hon. James B. Simpson, of this city; 
Hon. Walter White, of Colbert; Hon. Pet 
Coffee, of Lowndes; Mr. Biggers, of Pike: 
Mr. Rankin, of Escambia, and Mr. Parker, 
of Tallapoosa. 

Fer the treasuryship there are four ap- 
Plicants—Hon. G. W. Ellis, of Dallas; Hon. 
J. L. Cobbs, of Montgomery; Hon. C. W. 
Brown, of Jackson, and Mr. Boyd, of Dal- 
las. 

There are ten candidates for commission- 
er of agriculture-—-Hons. Hawkins, of Bar- 
bour; Ward, of Henry; Culver, of Bullock; 
Ross, of Lee; Thornton, of Talladega; 
Smith, of Limestone; Cunningham, of Lau- 
derdale; McLendon, and Key, of Montgom- 
ery, and Wilson, of Tallapoosa. 

There is abundant good material in these 
lists of applicants from which tu select com- 
petent and worthy officers. A close and 
spirited contest is promised for each place 


and a great deal of good-natured lobbying is 


already being done. 

It is difficult to form any idea of who the 
chairman of the convention will be. Chair- 
man Knox, of the state executive commit- 
tee, will call the body to order, but who the 
temporary or permanent officers will be is 
not even guessed at vet. 

Tonight's trains brought in all of the 
State executive committeemen and a num- 
ber of stray delegates to Tuesday's state 
convention. The lobbies are filled tonight 
and button-holing is well under way. Most 
of the candidates are alreatiy here. 

One thing that is distinctly evident 
is that a free silver 16 to 1 plank in the 
State platform will be insisted on Ly the 
north Alabama delegates, which a'most 
certainly means that such a platform will 
be enacted. 

The Johnston delegates from the counties 
in this section are not disposed ‘o insist 
on the 16 to 1 plank. They think that an 
abstract declaration in favor of himetal- 
lism, something similar to that adopted by 
the farmers’ congress in Atlanta iast fall, 
is sufficient. 

The Clarke men would be eontent with 
this, and it is argued by many that it would 
be a gracious and magnanimous thing to 
trim the financial plank just a fraciion in 
consideration of those “‘sound imoney’’ men 
who supported Captain Johnston, and of 
the vanquished element of the party. Mr. 
Ciarke insisted so strenuously on drawing 
the financial question into the campaign, 
and made such a determined fight in Cap 
tain Johnston's own county on the issue, 
that it promises to be impossible to per- 
suade the prevailing element vf Cxptain 
Johnston's supporters to compromise in 
any way. 

It looks tonight as though a 16 to 1 plank 
will undoubtedly be adopted. ° here is.a 
rumor tonight that Hon. John !}!. Bank- 
head, congressman from the seventh <Ala- 
bama district, will be called upon io. pre- 
side over the convention. ‘The matter has 
not been definitely determined, bvt he ap- 
pears to be the favorite. 

Jefferscn County Tickets. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 319.—(Spectal.)— 
It is admitted here by some populites and 
republicans that the ticket named for 
county offices in this (Jefferson) county by 
the two parties above ramed, in co-opera- 
tion, is a very weak cne when compared 
with the regular democratic ticket named 
last Thursday at the executive committee 
meeting after a count cf the votes which 
had been c1st in the primary election. Dr. 
Cunningham, the straightout democratic 
free coinage candidate, will be opposed in 
the race for state senator by Wint Smith, 
a republican, and a man said to be for sil- 
ver elso. How the latter came by the 
silver idea cannot be accounted for, but 
it is said that the fusiontsts wanted a re- 
publican who had free silver ideas for the 
office and Mr. Smith was selected. A 
brother-in-law of Mr. Smith admits that 
Dr. Cunningham will defeat the fusionists’ 
candidate by more than a thousand votes 
in the electfon in August. The members 
on the legislative ticket of the fusionists 
will all be defeated with the exception of 
possibly one, and his chances are very 
slim. 

Captain Frank P. O’Brien, the demo- 
cratic candidate for the sheriff's office, will 
beat Dr. Ragsdale with ease, Captain 
O’Brien has done considerabie for not 
only the straightout democratic people of 
the county, but also for the working peo- 
ple. During Mr. O’Brien’s term in the leg- 
islature he presented a number of bilis 
for the benefit of the county as well as a 
number in favor of workingmen. He pre- 
sented bills against child labor in (tne 
mines, touched on the eight-hour law, 
worked for the garnishment law, prevent- 
ing justices of the peace from issuing gar- 
nishments against workingmen except for 
meat and bread. There are a number of 
workingmen who claim to be populites who 
will vote for Mr. O'Brien and the demo- 
crats are going to stick to him through 
thick and thin. The tax collector and as- 
sessor of the fusion side won't have a 
ghost of a show, and Colonel R. E. Jones, 
democrat, will have a walkover for the 
coroner's office. There won’t be any show 
whatever for the fusion candidates for 
commissioners from the four districts. But 
the fight is going to be made. The demo- 
erats, who are a tittle sore among them- 
selves on account of the money question, 
are fast closing ranks and will present a 
front that will be a barricade to all intru- 
sfon in the August election. 


Captain Johnston Next Governor. 

Captain Johnston will have a decided 
watkover in the election in August next for 
the governorship. Tho the populists and 
republicans will mame at their convention 
on the 28th instant is not known, but. it is 
believed that it will bs Congressman A. T. 
Goodwin or Dr. G. B. Crowe. The latter 
was first lieutenant to Captain Kolb when 
he was running for the governorship. Con- 
gressman Goodwyn is a free silver man and 
will most likely get the nomination. He 
is a great friend of Captain Kolb. Captain 
Johnston will receive the full strength of 
the democratic party and will also get a 
large number of the democrats who were 
led off into the populite camps and who do 
not like the association with sem‘-republic- 
an leaders. It is openly reported here to- 
day that some of the late populite leaders 
have forsworn their party on account of 
the fusion with the republicans and will 
vote for Captain Johnston and the entire 
ticket.

Jere Fountain, well known all over the 
county and in the state, was married at ll

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er living near Mary Lee. Mr. Fountain 
is well known on account of his having 
been for more than two years chairman of 
the populist party in this county and for 
his hard work in behalf of the reform move- 
ment in the state during the last two or 
three elections. He is a school teacher by 
profession and has a large number of 
friends in the settlement in which he lives. 


Declarations Filed. 

There is faith yet held in Birmingham by 
capital. In the probate court on yesterday 
there was filed by Douglass H. Gordon and 
Henry 8. Jenkins, both of Baltimore, Md. 
declarations for a company to be known as 
the Jefferson Coal and Railway Company. 
The capital stock is to be $400,000. The new 
company will acquire the properties of the 
Mary Lee Coal and Railway Company, 
consisting of coal mines, coke ovens and a 
railway line about six miles in length. 
These properties were sold some months 
ago by order of the city court of Birming- 
ham, to.satisfy a judgment in favor of 
the Maryland Trust and Deposit Company, 
of Baltimore, trustees for the bondholders 
of the company. The purchasers of the 
property at that sale were Douglass H. 
Gordon, James Sloan, Jr., and J. W. Jen- 
kins. The declarations staie that there 
shall be preferred and common stock and 
that the latter shall be paid 5 per cent in- 
terest in dividends before the common 
stock earns any dividends at all. The gen- 
tlemen at the head of the new concern are 
men of means and they intend developing 
the property ds it has never been before. 
The coal that is to be mined from the 
property is as good as any im the district 
almost and the company promises to be a 
very important one in the Birmingham dis- 


trict. 
A Break in the Ticket. 

A break in the fusion ticket in this coun- 
ty between the republicans and the popu- 
lites has occurred. Mr. William Snyder, a 
republican, who was placed on the ticket 
for the office of tax collector, has refused 
to run and has made a request that his 
name be taken off. The executive com- 
mittees of both the republicans and popu- 
lites will have to meet now and select an- 
other republican for the position. A num- 
ber of independent candidates are spring- 
ing up on account of the agreement made 
between the two parties named above. R. 
Hi. Hudson, of Coalburg, has announced 
himself as a candidate for the office of 
sheriff. He is a populite, but was opposed 
to fusion. Hudson is the man, who with his 
son shot and killed two deputy sheriffs who 
were in bis house at Coalburg during the 
great strike here in 1894, and who were 
trying to serve a warrant for the son’s 
arrest. The two Hudsons made good their 
} escape, notwithstanding two companies of 
militia, who were on duty in Birmingham 
at. the time, were sent to the scene fn haste 
On a special train. Hudson, after a year or 
more of absence, returned and gave him- 
self up. He was afterwards tried and was 
acquitteda His defense was that the depu- 
ties were killed while they were trying to 
shoot and, therefore, the killing was done 
in self-defense. If Hudson and his son had 
been caught at the time they would proba- 
bly have been severely dealt with. Hud- 
son has a good following among the miner 
voters in the district and he would injure 
the chances of the democratic nominee 
more than any one else. He will withdraw 
before many days, so it is thought.

Steve Wiggins, who was for a few years 
on the police force, and went from here to 
Atlanta, where he served on the detective 
foree during the exposition, making some of 
the best of catches, has opened a detective 
agency here.

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WAS SHORT ON CASH 


Yan Voorhees Pailed To Turn Over 
Collections to His Firm. 


WHAT THE PRISONER SAYS 


Dots Not Seem Embarrassed by Arrest 
and Says He Will Be Fully 
Acquitted. 


E. L. Van Voorhees, a well-known young 
white man, is confined in a cell at police 
headquarters on the serious charge of 
larceny after trust. He was arrested at 
the instance of the Gibbs Drug Company 
for a crime said to have been committed 
about one year ago. 

Van Voorhees has been at large for some 
time, and has not been heard from until 
seen by a former member of the firm 


Saturday. He was arrested yesterday af- 
ternoon at the American hotel by Officer 
Terry. 

The charge entered against Van Voor- 
hees, if it can be sustained, is quite a se- 
rious ome, and is liable to place the ac- 
cused man in quite a serious predicament. 

Last May Van Voorhees applied to the 
Gibbs Drug Company for a job, and was 
given the position of traveling salesman. 
He was fully equipped with samples, and 
was sent into South Carolina. He was also 
given some debts due the firm for col- 
lection. 

Van Voorhees made the collections and 
in about three weeks apparently disappear- 
ed. His firm finally succeeded in locating 
him, however, in Greenville, S. C., where 
he claims he was taken sick, and con- 
fined to his room. 

The drug company immediately sent him 
@ return railway ticket, and he arrived in 
Atlanta a few days afterwards. He went 
to the drug store, and while the members 
of the firm were consulting as to his case, 
mysteriously disappeared and had not been 
heard from since, until he was seen on 
the street Saturday by Dr. King, formerly 
employed by the Gibbs Drug Company. 

Had Him Arrested. 

Dr. King immediately notified the firm 
of Voorhees’s presence in the city, and a 
representative was sent to confer with him 
at his hotel, who demanded, Van Voor- 
hees says, an immediate payment of the 
deficiency. Van Voorhees was not able 
to do this, and the firm had him arrested 
yesterday afternoon. 

He is a man of pleasant address. When 
seen in his cell last night he talked very 
freely about his case. 

He did not seem to be very much con- 
cerned abeut his present predicament, and 
is confident that he will be acquitted of 
the charge. He stated that $90 is reported 
to be the amount of his shortage and that 
if given a chance he will make the amount 
gs00d as soon as possible. He says that he 
has never eluded the officers: that he has 
been in neighboring towns keeping books 
and selling goods ever since ‘the left At- 
lainta, and that his salary for the three 
weeks’ work with the drug company has 
never been paid. He was confident that Mr. 
Gibbs had had nothing to do with his ar- 
rest and that if he could be seen the matter 
would be easily settled. 

Voorhees was born and raised in the 
State of New York.

Her engage- 
ments for landscape improvements were 
this vear all made, and the work set in 
train long before the February snows were 
off the ground, and her most Valued pa- 
trons are women, who, for the money and 
profit or for pleasure purely, are going in 
vigorously and earnestly for flower and 
vegetable culture. 

A Smartly Dressed Gardener. 

“Naturally enough,” said this expert, 
“flowers are the chief aitraction, and it 
vas Mrs. Edward Leavitt, a southern wo- 
men, possessing a shrewd head for busi- 
ress for all that, who first showed her cex 
that flowers are meant for something more 
than to wear and spend money on. She is 
the head just now of the most perfect and 
scentifically arranged gardens I know, hav- 
ing given up the most fertile acres of her 
Connecticut farm to the cultivation of but 
three sorts of blossoms. Violets, carna- 
tions and roses are her specialties, and 
beauty is everywhere sacrificed to utility, 
to ugly glas3; house, cold frames and huge 
square beds that are the nurseries of thou- 
sands of little plants. 

This is a garden run solely for the money 
that is in it, and it is safe to say that this 
lady clears a comfortable income from her 
winter’s sales of flowers alone. Under al- 
most miles of giass she boasts of raising 
violets as big as silver dollars and carna- 
tions the size of roses. With the true zeal 
of che practical grower, she is up often at 
4 o’clock in the morning to see the blossoms 
gathered, studies fertilizers and pliant dis- 
eases with deep enthusiasm, and believes 
that next after human beings flowers are 
the most interesting of creations. But it 
is only the flowers raised on scientific prin- 
ciples and abnormal in size that sne cares 
for, and walking over her property one 
would never take Mrs. Leavitt for an vp- 
to-date enthusiast. In her green -ouses 
she wears the daintiest of little flowered 
bonnets. a dotted veil, a smart tailor frocx 
and immaculate gloves. In her employ sre 
expert workmen who do everything under 

her direction and literally she believes 
she could conduct floriculture as Von Moitke 
did his battles, by telegraph. 

Uses the Tools Herself. : 

Now, a very different type of gariener 

is Mrs. George Stanton Floyd-Jones, of 

Long Island, who a few years ago took 
charge of the old colonial gardens ‘ying 
about her husband’s house, with a view to 
making them pay. She has never aliowed 
modern innovations to destroy the old-fash- 
ioned charm of this flowery domain, and by 
taking a series of lessons from a capable 
old German, she has learned not only how 
the earth should be prepared for violet set- 
tirgs, but with a set of good rakes, hoes 
and shovels can turn in and, with her own 
fair hands, méke a barren bed blossem like ‘ 
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a rose. She understands the art of prun- 
ing, making cuttings, repotting and fertil- 
izing, and for the sake of looking after her 
flowers prefers to spend her winters in the 
country. 

In connection with violet amd rose grow- 
ing, Mrs. Floyd-Jones raises for market 
sales the finest strawberries, raspberries, 
currants and melons. They are as beauti- 
ful and decorative in a garden, she 6ays, 
as flowers themselves, and almost as 
profitable at market sales and like Mrs. 
Charles. Wetmore, another Long island 
gardener, 'Mrs. Floyd-Jones always wears 
about her work a practical yet becoming 
costume. The chief charm of this outfit 
is its perfect comfort and suitability. Very 
thick-soled, high-laced boots, a frieze skirt 
barely reaching the ankles, a gingham 
shirt waist and wide straw hat are its 
chief features. But the lady gardener is 
always careful to don heavy, loose ¢loves 
and those who are ardently imterested in 
the enterprise, either for love or money, 
insist on knowing how to wield hoe, spade 
and pruning knife. 

A Kitchen Garden. 

After the fashion of the new woman, 
Mrs. Wetmore first studied floriculture in 
all its branches, and then laid out two 
acres after her own notions of what a 
garden should be. There is a quaint 
thatched roof gate and vine-clad stone 


pumphouse at the entrance, and climbing '

NARROW ESCAPE OF A FAMILY 


Mrs. Hunt Heard the Thief in the 
House, but Was Afraid To Raise 
an Alarm. 


April 19.—(Special.)—An 
incendiary’s torch swept away the 
resilence of Mrs. Florence Hunt in the 
extreme eastern portion of the city this 
morning, entailing a loss of about four 
thousand dollars with only a small amount 
of insurance.

A TEST CASE TO BE MADE 


To Fight the Law Making Foreign Cor- 
porations Amenable to State Law. 

Columbia, 8S. C., April 19.—€Special.)— 
There will be a test case in the supreme 
court between the state and the Southern 
railroad. The last legislature, to have the 
Southern amenable to state courts the same 
as ua domestic corporation, passed an act 
entitled. ‘‘An act ie provide the manner in 
which railroad companies incorporated un- 
der the laws of other states or counties 
may become incorporated in this. state.*’ 
This act provided if the cherter of a rail- 
roud granted by ancther state ghould be 
filed with the secretary cf state and a copy 
recorded in every county in this state in 
which the railroad did business, that the 
railroad would thus become the same as a 
domestic cerporatien ana be liable’ to be 
tried in the state courts for an infringe- 
ment upon any of the laws, 

The aim of this bill was to Save 
Southern and other foreign railroads 
expense of taking out a charter in South 
Carolina, while at the same time it would 
crant to the state the same powers over 
the road that a charter would. The ex- 
pense of getting a charter would be $12,u00 
or more. 

The attorney general has declared this 
law to be unconstitutional, as it conflicts 
with article 9 of section 8 of the new con- 
stitution, which reads as follows: 

‘The general assembly shall rot grant 
to any foreign ccrpceration or association 
a license to build, operate or lease any 
railroad in fhis state, but in all cases whe@o 
a railroad is to be built or operated or is 
now being cperated in this state, and the 
same shall be partly in this state and 
partly in aaother state cr in other states, 
the owners cr projectors thereof shall first 
become invorporated under the laws of this 
state, nor shall any foreign corporation 
or association lease or operate any railroad 
in this state or purchase the same or any 
interest therein.”’ 

The Southern has eomplied with the re- 
quirements of the above act and has filed a 
copy of the charter granted by the state of 
Virginia and the secretary of state. The 
secretary has been ordered not to comply 
with the act, but to wait until the case is 
settled by the supreme court.

Verdict in a Damage Suit Against the 
Rome Raiiroad—Other News from 
the Hill City. 


‘Rome, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)\—Today 
the evangelist, Rev. Mr. Stuart, preached 
the first of a series of revival sermons that 
will be conducted at the First Methodist 
church. A protracted meeting has been 
going on there all the week, conducted by 


Rev. S. R. Belk, the pastor. 

During the succeeding week Mr. Stuart 
will storm the citadels of sin and satan in 
his most vivid and impressive style, and 
there bids fair to be inaugurated one of 
the biggest revivals Rome has known for 
many a day. 

Verdicts Against the Road. 

Last evening the jury in the case of Mrs. 
W. F. Thompson against the Ronre rail- 
road brought in a verdict of $7,500 for the 
plaintiff. 

The suit was brought on account of ihe 
death of W. F. Thompson, who was killed 
in a most peculiar manner in the Rome 
railroad yards, in October, 1894. 

He was m the discharge of his duties 
about the yard when he saw a train of 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus rail- 
road cars approaching. Stepping on to 
the platform of the railroad scales to get 
out of the way, the wood work being rot- 
ten, gave way and he fell. The cars 
passed over him before he could extricate 
himself from the trap. 

A joint suit was filed against both the 
Rome railroad and the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus, but when the case came 
up for trial Judge Henry ruled that the 
attorneys must elect wh.ch road the suit 
Was against, and they took the Rome 
railroad first and sued for §$20;000, getting 
a verdict of $7,500.

SCHOOL AT ATHENS. 


President Brudwell’s Letter to Com- 
missioner Glenn—Arrest of Pho- 
tographers—Other News.

Athens, Ga., April 19.—(Special.)—Last 
Friday the State Normal school was one 
year old, and in that time it has grown be- 
yond the fondest dreams of its’ best 


friends. 

So crowded has the dormitory become 
that President Bradwell has conceived the 
idea of erecting tents on the grounds for 
the young men to occupy during the sum- 
mer montis, when the attendance reaches 
its highest figures. 

So thorough has been the work of this 
institution and such a hold has it taken 
upon the public mind that even upon the 
completion of the new dormitory it will 
be impossible to accommodate all who come 
unless other arrangements are made. 

President Bradwell has addressed to 
State School Commissioner Glenn the fol- 
lowing letter:

Normal school has outgrown 
Sanguine expectations ef its 
friends. One year ago the institution 
opened its doors to the teachers of the 
State.

As their schools expire 
the large majority of these teachers will 
return to the State Normal scnool, The 
roll today contains 169 names, and this 
number taxes our present accommodations 
to the utmost.

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April Anniversaries. 

Last week three of the most import- 
ant anniversaries of American history 
passed by without comment or celebra- 
tion. 

On the 16th of April, 1754, the first of a 
lang series of bloody engagements, 
known as the French and Indian war, 
commenced. As the resuit of that great 
conflict the possession of the continent 
passed into the hands of the English 
and the issue between Latin and Anglo- 
Saxon domination was forever de- 
cided. 

The first gun of the American revo- 
lution was fired on the 19th of April, 
1775. After a struggle of eight years 
the yoke of British oppression was 
thrown off and the independence of the 
colonies was recognized by Great Bri- 
tain. 

On the 12th of April, 1861, the great 
civil war between the states of the 
American union began at Fort Sumter. 
As the result of that Struggle slavery 
was abolished in the south and the cove- 
nant of the union, which had been im- 
periled since the foundation of the gov- 
ernment, was sealed in everlasting se- 
curity. 

It is well to observe these passing ab- 
niversaries and to ponder over the great 
events of history which they recall. 
Patriotism derives fresh nourishment 
from the contemplation of past events 
and the future welfare of the republic 
becomes doubly assured. 

In this connection it may be observed 
that on the 26th of April, 1865, General 
Joseph E. Johnston surrendered at 
Greensboro, N. C., and that custom has 
set apart that day in honor of the dead 
heroes who fell in defense of the south. 

On the 30th day of April, 1789, Gen- 
eral Washington was inangurated as the 
first president of the United States, and

Still the advantage gained is not suf- 
ficient to secure reppesentation in the 
approaching quadreniial conference at 
Cleveland, ©., and the friends of the 
movement will be compelled to wait 
patiently for another four years. By the 
expiration of that time, if indications are 
at all prophetic, success will crown thie 
movement and confer upon the women of 
the church this desired recognition. 

Under the rules of the general con- 
ference a majority of three-fourths of 
all who vote upon the measure is re- 
quired to secure its adoption. If the 
majority rule applied, as in other secular 
and religious bodies, the privilege would 
have been conferred long ago. The ques- 
tion of amending the rules for the pur- 
pose of admitting women as lay dele- 


recently submitted to the church, and by 
only a few votes the amendment was de- 
feated. Out of a total of 10,120 votes cast, 
only 2,609 opposed the measure, against 
7.011 whe favored its adoption. In order 
to secure the requisite majority only 
seventy-nine additional votes were 
needed. 

Without touching the suffrage move- 
ment in general it may be observed that 
in every religious organization the wo- 
men constitute the most active and -zeal- 
ous portion of the membership.

The use of the bicycle has become 680 
general that rooms have been set apart 
in several of the northern churches for the 
benefit of worshipers who come to church 
on wheels. The Chicago Record in a re- 
cent editorial calls attention to this fact, 
but enters a cordial protest against bloom- 
ers: 

“One of the clergymen in commenting 
upon the proposed plan of providing 
churches with bicycle storerooms expresses 
his perfect willingness to have people ride 
to religious service on wheels, but makes 
a reservation against bloomers. 

“He is right, and not merely on religious 

grounds either. The bloomer is unsightly 
and grotesque. It has now been tried ex- 
tensively and found wanting in every requi- 
site of grace and beauty. Most of the wo- 
men who have appeared in its baggy out- 
lines have changed their minds and gone 
back to skirts. The majority of women 
riders wisely have stuck to skirts from the 
beginning and probably wilil do so to the 
end. 
“No, indeed. No bloomers in church and 
no bloomers anywhere else. Why should 
fair woman make herself unsightly in pub- 
lic when there is nothing to be gained? 
It is the testimony of nearly all women who 
ride in skirts that they are quite as free 
of motion and as unencumbered in the old 
costume as in the new. The bloomer, 
therefore, is as needless as it is unlovely. 
Abolish it.’’ 


A statue of Hans Christian Andersen, the 
great Danish story teller, is soon to be- 
come one of the ornamental features of 
Lincoln park. In speaking of the statue 
The Chicago Times-Herald makes the fol- 
lowing editorial comment: 

“Although Denmark may properly claim 
Hans Christian Andersen as her own son, 
he was a citizen of the world and kin to 
people everywhere. What country does not 
rejoice in his name and treasure his works? 
No writer of modern times is so widely 
known or so universally loved. On the 
shelves of every library, whether of dilet- 
tante or man of science, amid the cherish- 
ed book treasures of school boys and school 
girls, even among the worn and tattered 
toybooks of children, will some of the tales 
and poems of Andersen be found. Ikvery- 
where these fascinating stories are favor- 
ites, with the young particularly, but often 
with the elders, for, child-author that he 
was, he spoke to the universal heart. He 
was simple and artless in his ways and 
thought as a little child, and in his long 
life he never outgrew the naivete peculiar 
to children, and this is what gave him his 
power as a writer. 

“His friends sometimes laughed at his 
vanities, and the world generally has smiled 
at them, as he relates ‘The Romance of My 
Life,’ or portrays himself in other autobi- 
ographic sketches. ‘Only a Fiddler’ is 
based upon his own youthful life, and so is 
‘The Improvisatore,’ by many considered 
the best of his novels nat written directly 
for children.”’

COMMENT. 
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Chile and Argentina. 
From The Mail and Express. 

Whiie a boundary dispute may be the im- 
mediate cause of threatened war between 
Chile and Argentina, the underlying ground 
for hostility between the two South Amer- 
ican republics is jealousy, and a desire on 
the part of each to be dictator in lower 
South America. This feeling is especially 
strong in Chile. That republic has crushed 
the Peruvians and holds Bolivia in a posi- 
tion almost of vassalage, although nominal- 
ly free, and today the only rival of Chile 
south of Ecuador and outside of Bragil is 
Argentina. 

The conquest of Argentina would give 
Chile pre-eminence on the South American 
continent, and make the Chileans absolute 
rulers of the lower part of that continent. 
The Chileans have long been known as the 
‘yankees’ of South America, and their 
ambition is to hold the same position below 
the isthmus that the United States occu- 
pies in the north. Chile alone, among 
South American republics, is said to have 
shown displeasure with the recent stand

The Chileans do not wish 
to acknowledge that they are less able to 
take care of themselves than we are of our- 
selves, and they view. with jaundiced eye 
any action on the part of the United States 
however unselfishly American, which would 
seem to imply leadership for this country 
in American affairs. While Brazil has wel- 
comed American friendship and support, 
Chile has treated us distantly and with 
coldness, and has shown a disposition to go 
even farther, if she dared, in exhibiting 
aversion to the United States. 

It was this spirit which prompted the 
attack on our sailors at Valparaiso, and 
which led the government at Santiago to 
withhold apology for the outrage until 
war ‘was imminent, and an American fleet 
was on its way to Magellan's straits. In- 
deed, up to that time the Chileans affected 
to regard us with contempt. Their attitude 
has since ceased to be contemptuous, but 
it is far from cordial. The other day sur- 
prise was expressed that the Chielean min- 
ister at Washington should, for the first 
time, have attended a meeting called by 
Secretary Olney to discuss the bureau of 
American republics. It is not too harsh, 
considering the recent news from South 
America and the former conduct of Chile, 
to suppose that the Santiago authorities 
prefer to be more amicable than usual at 
Washington while they have so much to oc- 
cupy them at home. 

It is to be hoped that war will be averted 
and tremendous influence would doubtless 
be brought to bear from London and Paris, 
and, perhaps, from Germany also, to pre- 
vent a struggle which would make Ar- 
gentina more bankrupt than ever, whether 
winner or loser, and render desperate the 
prospects of the Argentine bondholders. But 
bankruptcy does not always prevent war, 
and nations, like individual debtors, are 
sometimes goaded to plunge into new diffi- 
culties by the very burden of those they al- 
ready bear.. If the Argentines get worked 
up to the fighting pitch they would hardly 
permit their European creditors to stand 
in the way. 

It is at Santiago, although Chile is in a 
sound financial condition, that foreign in- 
tervention might have the most effect in 
deciding the scales for peace. British in- 
fluence in very potent there, politically, 
financially and socially, and it would be ex- 
erted to the utmost to restrain the Chileans 
from entering upon a conflict which would 
probably end only with the subjection of 
either Chile or Argentina. The good of- 
fices of the United States might well be of-

England as a nation has not and rarely 

has had a friend. She is isolated and the 
world delights to impress fer isolation 
upon her. Once, indeed, she drew very close 
to Holland: so close, that after fighting her 
battles for two generations, she offered to 
make one republic with her. But the only 
results were seven of the fiercest naval en- 
gagements ever known and the ousting of 
the Dutch from their dominion of the 
sea. 
The only European people who, having 
passed from under our rule, conspired to 
return to it were the Gascons at the close 
of the hundred years’ war. There can be no 
more curious example of the caprices of 
national friendship than this. Normandy 
and Brittany, nearer to us in breed, climate 
and position, joyfully cast us out and the 
hot-blooded. province of the south, for all 
that it had rebelled once against the black 
prince, entreated us to stay. 

With Scotland the case was different. 
She had for many hundred years a friend- 
ship, hardly extinguished until the middle 
of the last century, which brought woes 
unnumbered both upon England and her- 
self, and many times threatened to over- 
whelm England altogether. So surely as an 
Onglish expedition went to France down 
came the Scots across the border. The vic- 
tory of Neville’s cross was won when Ed- 
ward III lay before Calais; the victory of 
Flodden was won when Henry VIII lay be- 
fore Tournay. The story was eternally the

CRISP ON THE AX 


He Yoted To Repeal the Ten Per Cent. 
Tax on State Banks. 


BUT MR. WARNER, OF NEW YORK; 


Changed and That Changed the Ma- 
jority of the Committee Into a 
Minority. 


While Judge Crisp was in Georgia Tre 
decently his opponents charged that he 
had not been a friend to state banks when 
he had the opportunity. One charge was 
that he had appointed a comrmittee which 
was unfriendly to the repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax. 

Just before he went away the ex- 
speaker’s attention was called to this. 

“We will go to The Congressional Record 
and see what it says,’’ Judge Crisp re- 
plied. “I had heard this charge intimated 
before and brought The Record along. 
Turning to page 5575 of The- Record of 
June 7, 1892, he read a bill whicn was intro- 
duced by Richardson,of Ternessee. ‘““‘We had 
been unable to get a bill reported by the 
committee on banking and currency. So 
Mr. Richardson and I prepared)a resolu- 
tion suspending the rules and introducing 
a very short bill repealing the 1@ per cent 
tax as you can see from the text) here. 
The clerk read the bill and Mr. Richard- 
son; Mr. Oates, now governor of Alabama: 
Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska; Mr. Livingston, 
fir. Tracey, and others joined in the debate. 
The previous question to suspend the 
rules and pass the bill repealing the 10 
per cent tax was finally called and the vote 
resulted, yeas 8&4, nays 116, not voting 129. 
Twenty-three gold men and sixty-one sil- 
ver men voted for the bill. If the gold 
democrats who voted no had voted aye, 
the bill would have passed by two-thirds 
majority. 

“Tom Watson and 
populists, voted no. 

“When it came to appoint a committee 
on banking and currency during my last 
term as speaker it was difficult to get a 
comnrittee favorable to state banks with- 
Out crowding the southern men on it. The 
northern and western men were mostiy 
against state banks. But I appointed a 
committee of seventeen members. Nine of 
them had expressed themselves in favor 
of state banks. One man though, chang- 
ed his position. That was John Dewitt 
Warner, of New York. In August, 1893, as 
quoted on page 8&3 of The Record, he 
was in favor of the repea) of. the state 
bank tax. 

“Mr. Cannon, of Dlinois, asked him if 
he approved the repeal of the state bank 
tax. 

‘“‘Mr. Warner replied: I voted for 
it in the last congress. 

““T want to say right here in answer to 
the gentleman, that while it is not pecu- 
liarly to the interests of the section from 
which I come—and I am glad he has 
brought it up just at this timre—while we 
are not particularly troubled with a dearth 
of eireculation, yet we recognize that the 
present system of currency is a financial 
Straitjacket into which no free country 
ought to be pressed.’ 

“It Was on that statement of Mr. War- 
ner’s that 1: placed him on the committee. 
His declaration was as clear and positive 
as anything could be. When he changed.

There were 172 votes against 
the amendment and it was lost, seventy- 
nine members not voting at all. : 

On the margin of his Record the speaker 
had written, “Yeas: Silver 75, gold 27; noes 
59 gold democrats and 19 silver democrats.”’ 

“That ought to satisfy any one that I 
did all in my power for state banks. I got 
a vote on the issue in 1892 and in 1894 I[ 
voted for it myself, after having appoint- 
ed a committee which was believed to be 
favorable to state banks.’’

Interesting Discussion at the Church 
of Our Father Yesterday. 
Yesterday a large congregation at the 
Church of Our Father was very much in- 
terested in the morning’s discourse on 
“Natural Law in Reward and Punish- 


ment.”’ 

The text was taken from the words of 
St. Paul: Whatsoever a man soweth that 
Shall he also reap.’’ Mr. Vail said: ““‘Some- 
times we believe this; sometimes we 
doubt it, but one thing is certain regarding 
the statement, man has always had in- 
stinctive conviction regarding its truth. 
This conviction has been expressed in force- 
ful forms, but they were the best he was 
master at the time. Fate's furies appear 
before us, and the most interesting and 
impressive of them all, the form of 
Nemesis rises as the symbol of an idea— 
the idea that nature assists in punishment 
of the offender as well as in the reward of 
Virtue. And while we may say with one 
of our orators: ‘Hushed are the thunders 
of Jove on high Olympus; silent lies the 
hammer of Thor on hills of the north; 
gone from the fountains are nymphs, and 
still are the songs of the sirens forever 
and forever,’ still in -all these tales and 
Symbols man was trying to express a 
thought that could not find a better form.” 

The speaker then turned to the church 
and contrasted two interpretations, the 
Outer and the inner. ‘‘The church had lit- 
eralized the symbolry of the Bible,’ said 
he, “and thereby spoiled its meaning. We 
had formed the habit of thinking of re- 
ward and punishment being given in a 
physical manner, in some physical place 
and in this way had lost sight of action by 
and through law. 

‘“‘Now turn,” said 
subject as it presents itself to the inner 
life of man. We cannor detail the many 
ways in which the law of reward works. 
One phase of it, like heredity, would fill 
volumes, consequently we are limited to one 
other phase of it, the illustration by the 
work of genius.”’ 

Here the preacher claimed that as Victor 
Hugo and Emerson had pointed out, the 
man of genius created a type and natural 
law carried that typical person in a given 
environment to a logical climax. 

He was not subject to the artist’s whim, 
but to natural law. And then the speaker 
brought under view a wide range of char-

RAILROAD MEN 
MEET IN UNION 


Three Hundred Attended the State 
Convention Here Yesterday. 


SESSION A NOTABLE ONE 


The Meeting Approved the Arbitration 
Method of Settling Disputes. 


THE GRAND OFFICERS MADE SPEECHES 


Public Meeting at the Imperial Theater 
Tonight—Speeches by the Visit- 
ing Executive Officers. 


Three hundred members of the railroad !a- 
bor organizations attended tHe state con- 
vention of the orders yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting was a sepresentative one, 
and it Was participated in vy the leaders of 
the railroad labor men of the state. Every 
Section of the state was well represented 
and the grand officers of the five orders 
were either present or rpres2nted by proxy. 

E. I. Clark, grand chief of -he Order of 
Railway Conductors, of Cedar Rapids, la.; 
Frenk P. Sargent, grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, of 
Peoria, Ill., and R. T. Dodge, second vice 
grand master of the Brothernsod of Reil- 
road Trainmen, of Peoria, lil, aitenaced the 
meeting. 

Grand Chief P. M. Arthur, of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Lngineers, was rep- 
resented by Mr. J. C. A. Branan, of At- 
lanta, a member of one of the local lo¢ges 
of the engineers’ order. 

Grand Chief Walker V. 


Powell, of the

Order of Railroad Telegraphers, of Peoria, 
Ili., was represented in the pevson cf Mr. 
Charles Daniel, of Atlanta, a member of 
the grand executive committee of that or- 
der. 

Al’ of the grand officers and representa- 
tives of those absent made speeches. Many 
of the delegates from the state spcke and 
the meeting resolved itself into a general 
revival of good feeling and enthvsia. m 
The session tasted over three hours, and 
when it adjourned the railroad men had 
reached a much better understanding about 
the many important matters which 
had under consideration. The sess.cn was 
held behind closed doors and oniy numbers 
of the orders mentioned ware adm:tted. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. 
George W. Evans, of the Ibrcal lolge of 
conductors. Mr. H. O. Teet, cf che firemen, 
was chosen chairman, and M:. Frank Cceok, 
of the trainmen, secretary. Chairman Teet 
introduced the speakers in 2% happv manncr, 


Not a Compulsory Law. 

Grand Chief Clark explained the naiure 
of the arbitration bill pendiug in congress, 
to indorse which the meeting of yesterday 
was called. He said that it was not a com- 
pulsory arbitration bill, but one which must 
be of great benetit to the railroad men of 
the country if adopted. It provides for the 
estatlishment of an arbitration board to 
settle disputes between railroad companies 
and their employes when both parties agree 
to arbitrate the mattcr. Under the bil: 
pending in congress the employes will he 
allowed to select one arbitrator and the 
railroad company to select one, and the 
two to select a third. If the third is not 
selected within forty-eight hours after the 
first two, the chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission and the United States 
commissioner of labor will then be requir- 
ed to name the third man. The verdict of 
the beard will be final provided its decision 
is in harmony with the law of the land. 

Mr. Clark stated that the bill had been 
approved by the orders and he irged those 
present at the meeting to petition thei! 
representatives in congress to urge the pas- 
sage of the bill. The other speakers dis- 
cussed the matter and the result was that 
a unanimous agreement was reached look- 
ing to the adoption of resolutions in every 
local lodge in the state petitioning the Geor- 
gia congressmen and senators to vote for 
the bill. The different lodges will adopt 
resolutions of the kind and the members of 
them will then sign the resolutions. 


The Other Speakers. 

Mr. Sargent and Mr. Dodge spoke at 
length on the labor question of the day. 
They told the meeting of the status cf af- 
fairs throughout the country, and urged 
them to work in harmony and unity il 
good was to be accomplished. Mr. Sargent 
devoted the major portion of his address to 
the subject of organization, and on that line 
he greatly enthused his audience. He is a 
forceful speaker and a popular grand of- 
ficer. 

Mr. Branan and Mr. Daniel talked for the 
engireers and telegraphers, respectively. 
Mr. Branan made several suggestions og 
value to the railroad men and assured them 
of his hearty sympathy with the meeting 
and its objects. He has been a member of 
the engineers’ order for many years. Mr. 
Daniel said that the telegraphers were in 
sympathy with the arbitration method of 
settling disputes, making it no longer nec- 
essary or expedient to strike. The strike 
method is no longer advisable, he suid. He 
told of the recent victory of the telegra- 
phers on the Colorado Midland railroad, 
where a receiver was ordered by Judge 
Caldwell to restore the contract between 
the road and telegraphers which had been 
in force before and which was repudiated 
by the receiver on taking charge of the 


road. 
In Contempt of Court Cases. 


The meeting adopted a resolution asking 
the different lodges in the state to petition 
their representatives in congress to aid 
in the passage of a bill restricting the pow- 
er of federal judges in contempt of court 
cases. The bill provides that persons charg- 
ed with contempt of court shall have the 
right to appeal to the United States courts 
for protection against arbitrary judges in 
cases where the alleged offense is commit- 
ted in the presence of the court. Where 
the alleged offense is committed out of the 
presence of the court—for instance, if a 
restraining order 6r injunction is alleged 
to have been violated—ihe offender will te 
given the right to appeal! the case to a jury 
of twelve men, and if dissatisfied with their 
verdict have the right to carry the case to 
the United States supreme court. ‘

The grand ofhcers told the railroad men 
trat the different orders were in eplen:iid 
condition and that every indication pointed 
to a renewed interest and activity in the 
near future.

The Funeral of Mrs. Charles G: Beck 
Yesterday Afternoon. 

On one of the central hills of Westview 
cemetery, just as the sun was setting in a 
blaze of beauty behind the forest trees, 
the mortal dust of Mrs. Charles G. Beck 
was lovingly committed to the sod.

While Breaking Camp Near Brunswick a 
. Gun Accidentally Fired. 


BROUGHT FROM CUMBERLAND 


Was Painfully Injured, but Not Dan- 


géerously So. 


WILL RETURN TO ATLANTA THIS MORNING 


Mr. Rogers and a Party of Well-Known 
Atlantians on a Pleasure Trip 
Meet witk a Sad Accident. 


Mr. G. C. Rogers, the well known Ala- 
bama street broker, was accidentally shot 
near Brunswick late Saturday night. We 
is painfully, but not dangerously wounded. 

Mr. Rogers and a party of well knowr 
Atlantians went down to Cumberland is- 
land on a fishing expedition several days 


ago. The party camped out and when 
breaking camp preparatory to returning 
home Saturday night, a gun discharged 
itself accidentally in being meved, the ball 
entering Mr, Hogers’s hip. 

The wounded man was removed to Bruns- 
wick yesterday morning and last night he 
started for Atlanta. A Brunswick special 
tells the story of the accident as follows: 

“Brunswick, Ga., April 19.—(Special)—G. 
C. Rogers, of Atlanta, was accidentally 
shot, but not seriously wounded, on Cum- 
berland island last night. He was brought 
to Brunswick this evening under medical 
attention and leaves tonight fer Atlanta. 

Rogers was one of a pasty of Atlantians 
composed of J. D. Wing, Howell Peeples, 
H. Walters, G. R. Broder, Hayden Miller 
and D. H. Browder, who have been spend- 
ing a few days hunting and fishing on 
Cumberland. They were to leave today for 
Atlanta and last night while packing up 
preparatory to moving a gun went off, the 
ball striking Rogers in the hip. 

‘“"Two men in a row boat were dispatched 
to Brunswick immediately for physicians, 
arriving at 1 o’clock this morning. H. ; 
Raymond, of the Mallory line, secured 
Surgeons Branham and Blanton and left 
at once in the steamy yacht Sassacus. On 
arrival Rogers was found to be @uffering 
intensely, but he was given relief and 
brought to Brunswick along with his 
friends, Superintendent Thompson’s car 
was awaiting them and Rogers was carried 
to it, where he was seen by your corre- 
spondent and expressed belief in his earfy 
recovery.”

The 
pride of our whole people should be touch- 
ed, for this movement should not depend 
entirely upon local sympathy. have never 
seen the two burying grounds Iving almost 
side by side, that a feeling akin to shame 
did not come over me that we, of the south, 
had allowed so long such a visible physical 
expression of our forgetfulness and neglect 
to remain. 

May we, even at this late day, show our 
gratitude and pride by assisting the ladies 
who’ have this noble work at heart, to car- 
ry out their patriotic purposes.

ARBITRATORS MAKES AWARD 


Georgia Railroad: Company Will Be 


Paid the Amount if the City Ac- 
| cepts the Award. 


—— 


__It will cost the city the sum of $17,510 to 
_ pen Borne street across the tracks of the 
_ Georgia Railroad Company in the eastern 
part of the city. That amount has been 
&warded the railroad company by a board 
of arbitration which has been sitting on the 
Question, at intervals, three or four weeks. 

The decision of the board was reached 

Friday last. It made a careful investiga- 

ton of the matter and decided that the 
railroad company would be damaged in the 
sum named if the street is opened over its 
tracks. 

The arbitration board was composed of 
Mr, R. M. Farrar, Mr. J. W. Green and Mr. 
41. H. Mathews. The sessions of the board 
“Were held in the mayor's reception room at 
the city hall. 

The Georgia Railroad Company was rep- 
resented by Hillyer, Alexander & Lambdin, 
its attorneys. The interests of the city 
Were looked after by City Attorney Ander- 
s0n and Assistant Attorney Westmoreland. 
A large number of citizens residing in the 
Vicinity of the proposed street opening sec- 
tion told the board the advantages and 
conveniences of having the street cross the 
tracks. Experts on real estate and such 
matters were questioned as to the worth 
of the property and the amount of the 
damage that will accrue if the city opens 
@ grade crossing at the point intended. 

Borne street is a short thoroughfare near 

nd cemetery. It is two blocks beyond 
the Boulevard on the south side of the 
Georgia railroad tracks. The street ends 
short at the tracks and it is proposed to 
carry it on over the tracks to Decatur 
street. That will give the people residing 
On the south end of the street a much bet- 
ter and more convenient way of getting to 
@ main street leading to the center of the 
city. At present they claim to be bottled 
up and for sometime they have been ask- 
ing the city government to open the street 
for them. By making a grade crossing the 
city will have to use a small strip of ground 
on the north side of the track which be- 
longs to the railroad company and the 
property will have to be condemned and 
paid for by the city. 

In payment for the Strip of land and in 
Settlement of estimaied damages that will 
accrue to the railroad company the board 
of arbitration has decided that the sum 
stated will be a fair amount to offer the 
company. The principal damage in point 
of dollars and cents will be the necessity 
put upon the railroad company to employ 
watchmen at the street crossing. And then 
its attorneys argued that the road would be 
put under additional liability by reason of 
the possibility of accidents at the cross- 
ing. To maintain a watchman’s service 
will, of course, cost the company a large 
sum in the end, it was Stated, and the 

d was asked to award a sufficient sum 
to the railroad to compensate it for the 
extra expense. It was stated bv several 
parties that for some purposes ‘the strip 
of land is worth only a very small sum of 
money and the apparent large amount of 
the award Was made to cover the prospec- 
tive liability by accident and the certain 
expense of maintaining watchmen at the 
oe ond other expenses which will ac- 
_,.The decision of the board of arbitration 
is final unless one of the parties interested 
sees fit to carry the matter to the courts 
Either the railroad company or the city 
can take the question into the superior 
court and demand an investigation of it by 
a jury of twelve men, but whether that 
will be done or not is not yet known. The 
decision of the board has just been form- 
uiated and sent to the parties interested. 
The opening of the street will give a large 
number of east-side citizens residing in 
the vicinity of the cemetery a better street 
leading to town and they will doubtless 
urge the early acceptance of the award and 
completion of the work.

Its commanding officer, Colonel 
John C. Candler, is the youngest officer of 
that rank in the state.

GEORGIA GOLD. 
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WHAT AN EXPERT SAYS ON 
SOME RECENT OPERATIONS. 


A Mine That Seems To Be a Gold Mine 
Indecd—Increased Interest in 
the Georgia Fields. 


Evidences of renewed interest in south- 
ern gold mines multiply. 

Advices from the gold sections show that 
there has been within the past few months 
a decided influx of mining experts, and 
that outside capital is looking for sub- 
stantial investments. 

The recent processes which make the 
mining of gold so cheap and the profits to 
the gold miner naturally so great are 
largely responsible for this. Southern 
mines which, under the old processes, 
could only be operated at a loss have been 
made paying properties. 

One of those most talked about is the 
Royal mine over near the Alabama Hne. 
This was formerly the Camille. It is 
owned largely by Chattanooga capital. 

Speaking of this mine and its prospects 
Mr. A. Theiss, the famous expert, has an 
interesting report in a recent mining 
journal, Mr. Theiss has, by his chlorina- 
tion process, done more for. southern 
mines than any other man—at least, so 
the mining engineers say. Under this pro- 
cess the Haile and Franklin mines have 
become paying investments, though the 
ore assays but $4 at the Haile mine and 
$7 at the Franklin. The Royal ore assays 
about $35. 

Of the recent Georgia development Mr. 
Theiss writes:

Sir: Within two and a hilf r'tes souvth- 
west of Tallapoosa, Ga., and about 150 
feet below the city, which js at an altitude 
ot 1,200 feet above sea level, is situated 
the’ Royal mine, formerly the Cumille, 
Which most probably is ».0Wu tu many 
of the readers of The Jcurnul.

The east part 
of the surface is more level and no outcrop 
is visible. 

So far, the ore in sight will supply a 
20-stamp mill for more than a vear, as 
the ore stands practically from 186 feet 
to surface, having a development by an 
east drift of 78 feet and west drift of 75 
feet, excluding the double compartment 
shaft 22 feet wide.

Mrs. Helen Barker Delivers.an Interesting 
Lecture in the Tabernacle. 


WANTS INSTRUCTION LAW

Movement To Have the Schools of the 
State Teach Temperance in Its 
Scientific Form. 


Mrs. Helen M. Barker, the treasurer of 
the National Woman's Christian Union, 
spoke to a large crowd of temperance en- 
thusiasts in the Moody tabernacle yester- 
day afternoon. 

The meeting was opened by Mrs. M. L. 
McLendon. Mrs. Barker was _ introduced 
by Mrs. W. H. Felton in a short talk in 
Which she paid many tributes to Mrs. 
Barker. 

Mrs. Barker is known to be one of the 
ablest ‘women in this country and the talk 
she gave yesterday afternoon was one of 
her best. The audience was a large one 
and one that appreciated everything said 
by ‘Mrs. Barker. She held their attention 
from beginning to end and by her earnest- 
ness left on them a lasting impression. 
Mrs. Barker told of the good work that 
has been done by the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union and gave a number of 
interesting comparisons. She _ said _ that 
the advance of the union was not so great 
as to astound nations, but it is slow and 
Sure. 

The advance of the union, she said, re- 
minded her of the time when she was 
traveling across the prairie. The plains 
were so wide and level that she could not 
tell that they were making any advance 
at all. But when she noticed a hay stack 
and kept her eyes on it she could see 
that they came even with it and passed it. 
Looking back she could see that a great 
advance had been made. So it is with the 
union, she said: it is mecessary to look 
back instead of looking forward in order 
to see the advance. 

She told of how the government is help- 
ing the liquor traffic by selling licenses 
and placing the money in the treasury. In 
this way the government becomes a part- 
ner with every liquor dealer and shares 
in the protits, she said. 

Mrs. Barker told of how, by hard and 
persistent toil, the union had made scien- 
tific temperance instruction in the public 
schools a law in every state in the union 
except three, and Georgia is one of the 
three. “Strange as it may seem,’’ she 
said, ‘‘the temperance work in Georgia is 
far behind that in any other, not because 
of the lack of hard and willing workers; 
not because the workers are not able, put 
because the movement seems not to please 
the people.’’ 

The meeting was 
one and the talk made 
Was one of the strongest ever heard in 
this city. Mrs. Barker goes from here to 
Augusta, and from there to several cther 
cities in Georgia. On Friday she returns 
to Atlanta and on Friday night a rousing 
meeting will be held and it is expected 
that the tabernacle will be crowded as 
much as it was during tne Sam Jones re- 
vival. Mrs. Barker will talk and the 
meeting will be participated in. bv most 
of the prominent temperance people. 

Mrs. Barker is the treasurer of the 
National Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union an is on aé gouth- 
ern tour under its direction, the 
principal object of this tour being to 
bring Georgia to the front in vcemperance 
circles. For four years the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union in jeorgia 
has been trving to get the scientific tem- 
perance instruction law passed in Geor- 
gia. Thus far their efforts have been 
fruitless, but they are still hopeful and 
intend to work until they accomplish their 
purpose.

CITY HALL QUESTION UP 


The Capitol Avenue Paving Matter 
May Be Talked About—Other 
Matters of Interest.

The city council will meet this afternoon 
and the session promises to be an interest- 
ing one. Several important matters are 
booked for discussion, and the meeting will 
probably be a long one. 

The council may settle the new city hall 
question finally. Venable Bros.” new pro- 
posal to provide the city a home will be 
formaliy laid before the body, and some 
action taken on it.

There may be some opposition to the adop- 
tion of the proposed law on account of its 
provision raising the pay of the detectives. 
It is said that some members of the finance 
committee are of the opinion that the pres- 
ent situation in the police department 
should be left alone, the council having only 
recently abolished the detective depart- 
ment and causing a reduction of the ex- 
penses of that branch. 

The Capitol avenue paving question may 
come up in an interesting shape. Some of 
the citizens on that thoroughfare are be- 
coming impatient on account of the delay 
in settling the question, and if they get 
an opportunity to express their opinion, 
something lively may be said. The mat- 
ter was discussed at a meeting of the street 
committee a few days ago, and it was de- 
cided to give the Capitol avenue residents 
another opportunity to be heard on the 
matter, but there is a disposition to have 
the council take the question up and set- 
tle it without further delay. The decision 
of Judze Candler that the street car com- 
pany must relay its tracks on the street 
may be talked about when the paving 
question is brought up.

The Crippled Waterworks 


Quickly Mended. 


The temporary shut-down of the water- 
works eng’nes after 12 o'clock Saturday 
night was caused by work on a small valve 
oa the whistle, it being out of order. It was 
necessary to stop the engines in order to 
repair the valve to prevent excessive waste 
of steam in using the whistle. 

Every precaution was taken to protect 
the city from fire while the engines were 
at a standstill. It was determined to do 
the work without letting it be known and 
those in the city wha discovered that 
there was no pressures in the city were 

needlessly alarmed. The engines were 
shut down only forty-five minutes and 
during that time all of the fire engines 
in the city were in readiness to respond to 
a call in case of a fire. 

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, 
was notified by Superintendent Woodward, 
of the waterworks department, that the 
engines would be stopped and he ordered 
that all of his fire engines be fired up 
about midnight. The enginemen at the 
different engine houses were in readiness 
and had a fire broken out they would have 
been able to supply water fram the 
mains by suttion force and from the cis- 
terrs in the city. Chief Joyner was awake 
and Superintendent Woodward and mem- 
bers of the water board watched the stop- 
page of the engines. 

Judge George Hillyer, Mr. Torbett and 
other members of the board were on the 
lookout for the stoppage and they did not 
retire until the necessary work had been 
finished and the engines again started on 
their run. The pressure was at a standstill 
for a short time and had a fire broken out 
the work on the valve could have been 
stopped on short notice and the engines 
put to work at once. Judge Hillyer and 
Mr. Woodward stated last night that every 
precaution was taken and that there was 
no occasion for alarm.

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He Will Be Given a Third Hearing on 
an Issue of Sanity 


BEFORE ORDINARY CALHOUN 


ee we eee 


Twelve Men Will Sit in Judgment and 
Determine if Carr Is a Fit Sub- 
ject for the Gallows. 


Tomorrow morning in the court of ordi- 
nary Alex Carr will, for the third time, 
be placed on trial on an issue of sanity. 
It will be again determined by a jury of 
twelve citizens whether or not, in their 
opinion, the condemned slayer of Captain 
H. O. King is a sane man. 

The trial will be one of diligent inquiry 
into the exact mental condition of Carr's 
mind so far as such an investigation can 
be made. Expert testimony will be intro- 
duced and everv effort will be made to 
bring out the true status of the case, Carr 
will probably be personally examined and 
talked to by the jury. : 

Ordinary Calhoun will sit aa presiding 
officer of the investigation. He will select 
twelve prominert citizens, men of unusual 
intelligence, who will Listen to the testi- 
mony and render’a verdict, on which may 
depend the fate of Carr. The condemned 
man is sentenced to be hanged Friday and 
the result of the trial may seal his future. 
The month’s respite granted by Governor 
Atkinson will expire on Friday and un- 
less Carr is declared to be insane and un. 
less the governor again interferes the mur- 
derer will be hanged. 

A large number of witnesses have been 
summoned to appear before the ordinary 
tomorrow. All of the jail officials, doctors, 
ministers, citizens, newspaper men and 
others who conversed with Carr when he 
made his sensational confession that he 
had been shamming, about a month ago, 
will be present and required to tell what 
they know and think of the actions of 
the strange man. The experts who com- 
posed the board which recently declared 
Carr insane will be present and tell the 
jury why they formed the opinion that 
the man is crazy. Dr. Murphy, superin- 
tendent of the North Carolina insane 
asylum; Dr. Powell, superintendent of the 
Georgia insane asylum; Dr. Gaston, Dr. 
Todd and Dr. Baird, the tive members of 
the board of experts, will probably be put 
On the stand. All of the physicians ex- 
cept Dr. Baird believe that Carr is insane. 
_It will be remembered that Dr. Baird is 
the single dissenter from the report: of 
the board that Carr is erazy or was at 
the time the board reached its conclusion. 
He submitted a minority report expressing 
the opinion that there was evidence that 
Carr was feigning. In reference to the 
opinion of his colleagues, however, Dr. 
Baird said that there was a reasonable 
doubt as to the sanity of Carr. The action 
of Carr in awaking from his long spell of 
quietude and telling his remarkable ex- 
perience only fully convinced Dr. Baird 
that the man was feigning and he. will 
doubtless be an important witness in the 
trial. On the other hand the new mode of 
life of Carr convinced the other members 
of the board of experts that Carr is now 
more crazy than before. 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold will look after 
the interests of their client before the 
ordinary’s court. They have summoned 
many witnesses who have some knowledge 
of Carr’s case and wil] endeavor to sub- 
stantiate their firm belief that their client 
is a ‘man of unsound mind. They are con- 
fident that their contention will be in har- 
mony with the verdict of the jury. 

If Carr is found to be sane it is certain 
that another effort will be made to get his 
sentence commuted to life imprisonment. 
The governor has in hand a petition ask- 
ing for executive clemency and if the 
ordinary’s court decides against Carr the 
last recourse will then be before the gov- 
ernor. ‘The ease will be one of interest 
this week.
